1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 10/23/09, with respect to claims 47-78 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 47-78 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 47, 
54, 63, 67, 69, 71 and 73, the prior art of record does not disclose an adjustable flow control 
device operatively connected to said pump discharge downstream of the connection of said 
conduit to said pump discharge, said flow control device including an adjustable orifice wherein 
upon the opening of said orifice a portion of the fluid from said pump discharge is independently 
released and injected into a work stream of a wellbore, wherein said flow control device, 
together with the pump and reservoir, forming part of a continuous loop fluid circuit, said flow 
control device being adjustable to control the release of pressurized fluid from the continuous 
loop fluid circuit. The allowability, at least in part, resides in this fact.
